SITUATION 

12 On a cloudy day, case vehicle (A) was traveling west at an unknown speed in the right- 
turn lane of a four-lane asphalt road. The road surface was wet, it was daylight, and the 
speed limitwas 45 mph (72 kph). The driver of vehicle (B) had stopped facing east in the 
center turn lane of the same roadway, and was waiting to make a left turn into a private 
drive. The driver of vehicle (X) had stopped facing west in the westbound through lane, to 
allow vehicle (B) to cross the westbound lane to enterthe private drive. 3 The driverof 
vehicle (B) thought traffic was clear and began crossing the right westbound lane to enter 
the driveway. The driverof case vehicle (A) did notsee vehicle (B) as it proceeded across 
the westbound lane, and the left front of case vehicle (A) struck the right corner of vehicle 
(B). Case vehicle (A) was towed from the scene and the right-front passenger was 
transported to a local area hospital with "C" injuries. Vehicle (B) was driven from the scene 
and the driver reportedly had no injuries. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

4 The directdamage to case vehicle (A) began atthe left-front bumper corner and 
extended 44 cm across the front, resulting in 37-percent vehicle overlap. The maximum 
crush was 33 cm to the left portion of the front bumper. 



5 6 7 8 9 10 Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and c-values 
measured for case vehicle (A), the following impact severity was calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

11 The front bumper was crushed and the bumper fascia was separated from the vehicle. 

12 13 The front end was shifted slightly to the right, the grille was damaged, and the left 
headlight assembly was broken. The right headlight assembly was displaced, but not 
broken. The hood was crushed and pushed up and to the right. The rear edge of the hood 
was elevated butitdid not contact the damaged windshield. Both hood hinges were 
deformed, but not separated from the vehicle. 14 The right portion of the windshield was 
cracked due to contact by the airbag cover. 

15 On the leftside, the fender was deformed. There was no damage to the upper or lower 

portions of the left A-, B-, or C -pillars, and both left-side doors were undamaged and 

operable. 16 There was no otherdamage to the leftside of case vehicle (A). 

17 On the rightside, the front fender was deformed. There was no damage to the upperor 

lower portions of the right A-, B-, or C -pillars, and both right-side doors were undamaged 

and operable. There was no otherdamage to the rightside and no change in the right 

wheelbase. 



There was no damage to the rear of case vehicle (A). 

Interior 

18 This vehicle is equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal- impact airbags, 
which deployed during the frontal impact. 19_ 20 There was no damage or contact marks 
on the driver airbag, and the passenger airbag skin has marks on it from contact with the 



windshield glass. 2^22 There was no damage to the steering-wheel rim and no rotation of 
the steering column. 23 24 25 There was no damage to the upperor mid portions of the 
instrument panel, center dash area, or glove compartment. 26 There was a scuff mark on 
the knee bolster just below the steering column. 27 28 29 There was no damage to the left, 
center, or right portions of the roof area. 30 There were some scrapes on the passenger 
airbag cover from contact with the windshield. 3^32 There was no other interior damage 
and no intrusions were noted. 



OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

33 The 5-ft, 11-in, 175-lb, 33-year-old male driver was wearing the three-point belt and the 
steering-wheel airbag deployed. 34 The shoulder-belt anchor pointwas adjusted to a high 
position on the B -pillar. 35_ 36 There were some light scratches on the plastic continuous 
loop. 37 38_The pretensionerwas fired on the buckle side and the buckle stalk measured 
4-cm atthe vehicle inspection. 

During the frontal impact, the driver moved forward and slightly to the left relative to the 
vehicle interior. 39 40 He sustained a contusion to his right knee from contact with the 
knee bolster, as indicated by a 3-cm by 2-cm scuff mark on the panel below the steering 
column. He also sustained a contusion to his left knee from contact with the knee bolster, 
although there were no visible scuff marks. 

41 42 The 6-ft, 180-lb, 53-year-old, right-front male passengerwas notwearing the three- 
point beltand the passengerairbag deployed. 43 44 There was no evidence of belt use on 
the D-ring or continuous loop. 45_ 46 The pretensionerdid not fire and the buckle stalk 
measured 12-cm atthe vehicle inspection. 

During the frontal impact, the right-front passenger moved forward and slightly to the left 
relative to the vehicle interior into the passenger airbag. He sustained cervical and thoracic 
spine strain, probably due to impact forces, but possibly due to contact with the airbag.
